In announcing adoption of the 
silk industry code for the local silk 
throwing plant of the Eagle silk 
company. Robert Berkheimer, man­ 
ager, said institution of the shorter 
working hours, Monday, will mean 
the employment of between 25 and 
30 additional hands, raising the to­ 
tal to between 275 and 280. 
Although the code 
proposed 
to 
Mr. Johnson! by the silk industry in 
general has not yet been approved 
by the national recovery adminis­ 
trator, Mr Berkheimer satd tt meets 
all the government’s requirements 
j and is expected to be given official 
I r w l n r l - approval shortly, 
n i x l u l l 
officials of the Eagle silk mill have 
taken “the jump” on other silk pro­ 
ducers in the country in putting the 
proposed code into effect. 
Employes of the local silk throw­ 
ing plant will work eight hours a 
day, Ave days a week, under the 
new schedule, instead of 54 hours a 
week as at present. 
The new plan will mean three 
eight-hour shifts at the plant ln- 
1 stead of two 10-hour shifts and two 
12-hour shifts as at present. 
Received Increase 
Recently the employes of the lo­ 
cal silk mill were given a IO per 
cent increase. 
Under the new code 
of working hours wages will be in­ 
creased from IO to 35 per cent, Mr. 
Berkheimer said, with only a few of 
the employes receiving the mini­ 
mum increase, so that most of the 
employes will receive as much pay. 
and in some instances more, for 40 
hours than ttey are now receiving 
for 54 hours. 
Orders for silk at the local plant 
indicate fhll-tim e employment for 
the hands for several months, at 
least, Mr Berkheimer said.

goal. 
The plane which left Floyd Ben­ 
net field at 5:24 a. rn. E. S. T. was 
flown by Stephen D arius and S tan­ 
ley Girenas, Lithunian-A m ericans, 
from Chicago. They took off one 
hour and 14 m inutes after Wiley 
Post had begun his solo world flight 
from the same field. 
Darius and G irenas have been in 
altercation with official W ashington 
about perm its to fly over countries 
between America and Lithunia and 
left without obtaining these permits. 
The argum ent had centered about 
the question of who should pay $100 
for cast of cables to the countries in 
question. 
The fliers took off without in ­ 
forming field officials of their inten­ 
tion and a commerce departm ent 
official in W ashington said when in ­ 
formed of their action t^iat if they 
should land in some country on 
their route it would not only be em ­ 
barrassing to the American govern­ 
m ent but would also m ake the fliers 
subject to a "spanking” by th a t 
country. 
The big orange and silver Bel­ 
lam y m onoplane was loaded to ca­ 
pacity with 779 gallons of gasoline 
and 25 gallons of oil.

Patrol Phones 
Kept Ringing 


The telephone rang 126.880 tlmea 
in the state highway patrol sub­ 
stations in the first five months of 
1933. 
The calls for the most part 
were from motorists seeking infor­ 
mation. calls for help, and persons 
reporting accidents. 
While men on regular patrol were 
answering 190,058 questions and giv­ 
ing 177.333 verbal warnings to mo­ 
torists for law violations, their com­ 
rades on duty at sub-stations were 
helping 60,220 motorists and others 
solve their problems. 
These 60,000 
visited the stations in person. 
Although patrolmen rode 2,253,025 
miles on motorcycles in the five 
months, they also did some pedes­ 
trian work. The report credits them 
with 100,984 miles on foot. 
While 
some were riding the highways and 
some were walking, still others trav­ 
eled 7.290 miles patroling the Dela­ 
ware hiver in the department of 
revenue cruiser and checking gaso­ 
line shipm ents.

956.000 or 11.5 per cent of the 1932 
income came from the sale of field

ned fruits, a dozen or more canned meats and fish, numberless varieties of 


cakes and crackers. 
Why should there he monotony in meals with such a 


variety of foods available at your store and so many of them advertised 


in your paper?
